The fertility io clover hay is just 
coming to be understood as it should 
be . The fertility from it is said 'o 
be almost equal to the hay itself in 
value. The Northwestern Agricul- 
turist says there is good authority 
for the statement that a ton of but- 
ter when sold from the farm takes 
•boat 25 cents worth of fertility 
from the soil, and at present pnees 
would be worth nearly sis hundred 
dollars to the producer, whereas a 
ton of clover hay represents about 
eight dollars worth of fertility, and 
when sold on the farm would bring 
only fcur or r:ve dollars. There 
was a time in the history of our 
fanning whet, we were ignorant of 
these farts and sold clover hay, but 
it is now fed to the cove, and we 
sell butter-fat instead of the hay. 
Every farmer and stockman should 
study this problem of fertility and 
feed— otherwise he may waste with 
a shovel arid save with a sr. con. - 
St. Louis Semi-weekly Star. 

If these things are true it does I 
seem that our agricultural colleges 1 
and experiment stations have been a 
long time finding it out. But this is 
what we have argued in this column 
for many weeks. The farmers pay 
millions of dollars to support these 
colleges, but not one farmer in a 
thousand has time to read the papers 
, and bulletins they send out. 

\ If the farmers will organise and 

demand fair wages (or their products 
i ± start will be spare time on the farm 
I as elsewhere to read what our pro- 

L feasors are doing, and we can have 

\ a little time to eiperiment and 

•' if their theories are true. But

A Novel Caae. 

Probably the most novel question 
decided by the supreme court in 
some time was involvsd in a case 
Saturday from Davidson county 
Tennessee where Wellington Moore 
been indicted for the libel of 
his wife. By a bare majority the 
court reversed the action of the trial 
judge in quashing the indictment 
and held that an indictment for libel 
would lie against th* husband who 
had uttered a libel against his wife. 
Chief Justice Be.«rd quite vigorously 
dissented from this holding both on 
the ground that it was t 
public policy and because t> 
no precedent in the judicial 
oi statutes to be found anyshere. 
The only case cited to the court or 
which could be found involving the 
question sustained the dissenting 
opinion. Judge McAlister also 
dissented. The desision of the ma 
jority «as based on the idea that a 
husband, being liable under the law 
(or an actual assault upon bis wife, 
he would be liable for a verbal as- 
sault.

Postal Carda Must Be Sane. 

An order has been issued by 
Postmaster General providing new 
regulations governing the si e. form 
and weight of private poet a 
entering the mails Such postc. 
must be made of an unfolded piece 
of card board, not eireeding three 
and nine sixteenths by five and 
nine sixteenths inches, nor less thai 
two and three-fourths by four inches 
They must in form and in quality 
and weight of paper be substantially 
like the Government post cards. 
They may be of any color, not 
interfering with a legible address 
and post mark. Very thin sheets of 
paper may be attached to them on 
condition that they completely ad- 
here to the card. Cards bearing 
particles of glaas, metal, mica, sand, 
tinsel or other similar substances
